PAUL WRITES TO THE CORIN 
THIANS 


Despite the fact that from press and platform in Eastern Canada sharp 
criticism, even abuse and misrepresentation, of Western men, organizations 
and policies continues to be voiced, and tho West generally held up before 
the publi * gaze as utterly selfish, concerned solely with Its own interests and 
regardless of the welfare of other portions of the Dominion and quite indiffer¬ 
ent to the fate ol Confederation itself, there is nevertheless decernlble a 
clearer, more sensible view of the West by Eastern men and Institutions who 
lake tin* trouble to study the actual situation and get below the clouds of 
propaganda. 

With such men there is a growing conviction that hero In tho West the 
people are seriously and successfully grappling with one of the greatest of all 
great, Canadian problems today, namely, economy in public administration 
and consequent reduction In taxation. At the same time, while insistent 
upon their rights and urging the necessity for reforms and the adoption of 
certain policies, the people of the West are not whining but are hard at work 
seeking their own salvation and the permanent welfare and prosperity of 
Canada as ji whole. 

An lllustratljn of this very welcome development is found In the concrete 
facts laid before the Investment Hankers* Association of Canada at their nn- 
nual meeting in Montreal recently. The Association was informed that in 
the mutter of municipal borrowings and expenditures Western Canada Is set¬ 
ting an example which the East would do well to follow. In each year since 
1920, Western municipal borrowings have declined, with the result that in the 
three, yenrs’of 11*22. 11)23 anti 1921 the total amount borrowed was ten million 
dollars less than in tin* one year of 1913. 

On the other hand. Eastern municipalities borrowed sixteen million dol- 
1 rs more in 11*21 titan they did In 1913, while the aggregate of their borrow¬ 
ings in the last three years was $ 209 .n 00 .fton, or nearly three and one-half 
times the figure for 11*12. compared with a decrease of ten million dollars In 
the West. 

Hut this is not all. Returns for 11*23 show that while «d\ out of seven 
of the large cities in the four Western provinces reduced their J>or capita 
expenditures, seven out of seven of the large cities in Ontario and Quebec 
Increased their per capita expenditures. 

Turning from the question of municipal to Provincial finance, this conven¬ 
tion was Informed that in 11*21 three of the four Western Provinces had bal¬ 
anced budgets and showed surplusW, while in the East only Quebec i bowed 
a surplus, and Ontario's deficit was over eight million dollars.

The Text Explained and 

Tho Ess mtlalncss of Love, versos 
1-3.—Emotional gifts are valueless 
without love. Eloquence uninspired 
by love nieuns no more than so much 
noise, declares Paul In his words, "If 
I speak with the tongues of men and 
of- angels, but have not love, I am be¬ 
come sounding brass, or a clanging 
cymbal.” Paul's love for his readers 
leads him to speak of the possibility 
of his being without love rather than 
to accuse them of this lack—thus ho 
illustrates tlie lesson he wishes to 
teach. Tho Greek word translated 
''tongues” met ns primarily "ecstatic 
utterances.” "The gift of longues 
was an ecstasy or feeling by which 
men were carried away and broke Into 
rapturous, Inaitlculate utterances. A 
modern musician has written songs 
without words: /this is a very apt 
description .if the peculiar kind of 
spiritual emotion called in the New 
Testament 'speaking of tongues.’ Prob¬ 
ably the nearest approach to it most 
Christians make is when they aro car¬ 
ried away by the feeling of a reviv¬ 
al meeting. In Mr. Moody’s revival 
meetings tin* church was full of men 
who floated, so to speak, on a wave 
of emotion; an unutterable joy in the 
redeeming love of God seemed to sus¬ 
tain their life; it was full, as they 
would have said in tho early days, of 
people speaking with tongues” (James 
1 >enney).

Tho governments represented in 
tho League of Nations arc reported 
from Geneva to bo studying the re¬ 
cent extradition treaty between Can¬ 
ada and the United States, covering 
offenders agiinst the laws concern¬ 
ing opium and other dangerous drugs, 
with a view to tho conclusion of simi¬ 
lar treaties among them.

Inspection Just Finished Shows Large 
Increase In Barley 

A decrease In total acreago of regis¬ 
tered seed Inspected in the western 
provinces is counter-balanced this 
year by a considerable improvement 
In yield, according to the final returns 
from 11 Inspectors who have complet¬ 
ed the Canadian Seed Growers' Asso¬ 
ciation field work for this year, work¬ 
ing under tho seed branch of tho Do¬ 
minion department of agriculturo. 

Inspections were mudo at 240 points 
of 749 fields owned by 387 farmers, 
and comprising 17,000 acres. The 
acreage Is about 5 per cent, under that 
Inspected Inst year, but the total num¬ 
ber of bushels is greater by 50,000. 

A feature of the work this year, 
states J E. BInkcman, chief inspector 
for the Dominion seed branch, is the 
largo increase in registered barley. 
There Is no grain where purity as to 
variety Is more Important, since the 
mnltlng value of barley depends 
greatly on this feature. The varie¬ 
ties grown most largely wero Ilann- 
clien, In Saskatchewan, which had 
four times Its last year’s acreage, and 
O. A. C. 21, which was sown on an 
acreage ten times greater than In 1921. 
There Is a slight incrcnse in Marquis 
wheat, also In Banner oats. Kota and 
Mlndum are not on the registered list, 
hut several Inspections were made of 
these wheats, and Mlndum may short¬ 
ly be added to tho eligible list.

Many Canadians Are

From United States 


Qodt of War Receive Rebuffs At Inter¬ 
parliamentary Meeting 

Washington.—The Rods of war are 
receiving tolling rebuffs. World par¬ 
liamentary leaders hero approved un¬ 
armed frontier zones and unanimous¬ 
ly railed on the United States once 
more to summon the world lo the 
peace tuhle. 

Tlie demilitarizing zone plan was 
offered to the Interparliamentary 
I'nion by the British, with notable Un¬ 
animity among the 41 nations gather- 
cd. The union not only subscribed 
to the plans for universal pence, but 
heard delegates ot Japan and Groat 
Britain urge the United States to take 
the Initiative. First of the nations 
to call for cessation of strife was Jap¬ 
an, France, Great Britain and Ger¬ 
many qulekly approved. 

Gront Britain, through It. S. Hudson, 
declared Its wlllinigness to "Join with 
any great powers in any conference 
for the further limitation of naval 
armaments or for the reduction of 
land armament.” 


Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator 
Co. Refute Stories of Lo** 

Regina.—In view of rumors alleged 
to have originated In Winnipeg, that 
the Saskatchewan Co-operative Kluvu- 
tor Company sustained a heavy loss In 
hnndling last year's crop, the follow¬ 
ing statement w as authorized by .the 
company: 

.The policy of ehe Saskatchewan Go- 
operative Elevator Company is to 
make Its financial statement public 
at iho annual meeting of shareholders 
which will be liehl December 16 in 
Regina. The statement of the com-' 
pany’s operations for the financial 
year 1924-25 will be going forward to 
all shareholders within the course ot 
a few days however. The fact that 
a dividend of eight per cent, for tho 
financial year 1924-25 which ended 
July 31 last, was declared and paid in 
August last amounting to approxi¬ 
mately $190,000, Is a very clear Indi¬ 
cation that the company’s operations 
last year w«n» on a very successful 
basis. 


Locarno.—-A new move, hast'd on a 
Canadian precedent, Is likely to he 
made to overcome difficulties attending 
Germany’s entry Into the League of 
Nations because of the objections of 
the German delegates to obligations 
involved In Article I or the league 
covenant. The German representa¬ 
tives to the security conference hero 
who have declared clause 16 to be 
the only ohitaclc to Germany accept¬ 
ance of league membership, have de¬ 
manded an exact definition or German 
responsibilities under the clause which 
deals with economic and military pen¬ 
alties against an aggressor nation 
should she dually decide on member¬ 
ship. 

/Among the many suggestions ad¬ 
vanced at th»‘ present meeting fpr 
rnlUfylng the German Ideas of Article 
16 i.« the adoption of an interpretative 
resolution Hndtar to that Introduced 
by CHiindn on Article in, the article 
which commits the members to pres¬ 
ervation of ’he territorial integrity of 
the other momlM rs. 

Canada, In her suggestion was firm 
In her stand that each nation should 
only contribute military assistance to 
such a case when her home parlia¬ 
ments authorise the step.

Mind Cannot Grasp Remoteness of 
Some Stars Known to 
Astronomers 

If a telegraphic message could be 
Bent to tho moon, it would reach its 
Destination In a little more than a sec- 
ond. It would take somcthlnR liko 
eight mlnu'ea to arrlyo at tho slm» 
but how long, do you think, would It 
tako to reach the «tar called Alpha 
Crntaurl, travelling thither 180,000 
miles a socond? Seconds, minutes, 
hours, days, weeks*, months, would not 
bo long enough; It would take no les3 
than three years, travelling all the 
time at that tremendous pace, before 
it would reach Its destination. If that 
is the case with respect to the neatest 
of stars, wlut must be said of those 
further off? 

There are stars so remote that it 
the news of the victory of Wellington 
at Waterloo had been Hashed to them 
in 1815 ori tho celestial telegraph sys¬ 
tem, It would not have reached them 
yet, even if tho message had sped at 
tho rate of 180,000 miles a second, and 
had been travelling all the time; that 
if, when William the Conqueror land¬ 
ed In England in 1066, the news of his 
conquest had been dispatched to them, 
and if the signal flew over the wire 
at a pace which would carry It seven 
times round tho earth in a second of 
time, the news would not have reach¬ 
ed them yet. 

Even if the glad tidings of that first 
Christmas In Bethlehenv nineteen 
centuries ago, had thus boon dissem¬ 
inated through the universe, there arc 
yet stars of which astronomers could 
tell us, plunged into space in depths so 
appalling that even tho 1924 years 
which have elapsed finco would not 
liavo been long enough for tho news 
to reach them, though it travelled 180,- 
000 miles every seeoud! 


Viscount Grey Says Mutual Fsar Was 
Principal Factor 

"Mutual fear," In the oplulon of 
Viscount Orey of Fnllodon, was the 
« hief cause of the world war. 

Viscount tlrey, who ns Sir Edward 
Orey, was foreign minister at the 
outbreak of the war, has published 
his memoirs. lVvolnpIng his belief 
that tear caused the conflict, lie de¬ 
scribes as follows the principal fac¬ 
tors leading to the clash of 1914: 

1. Germany had no reason to fear 
anyone after tho war of 1870. but she 
built up her arm aments and formed 
the triple alliance, so that she might 
never have reason to be afraid In 
future. 

2. France, naturally, was afraid af¬ 
ter 1870, and hence formed the dual 
alliance with Russia. 

3. Great Britain, with a small army 
and a lurgo empire, became first un¬ 
comfortable and then afrajd of being 
isolated, particularly when Germany 
began building her big fleet. Hence 
Britain concluded the Anglo-,Japanese 
alliance, patched up her quarrels with 
France and Russia, and joined the 
entente. 

"Finally," Viscount Grey continues, 
"Germany hecnnio afraid that she 
would presently bo afraid, and she 
believed her iKtwer was at its height." 

Viscount Grey doubts whether Eur¬ 
ope even now is penetrated with tho 
sense that war must be prevented in 
the future.

Industry 1. Assuming Larger Propor¬ 
tions Than Ever 

That over a million motor vehicles 
have been manufactured to date in 
Canada Is one of many interesting 
facts relating to tho automobile Indus¬ 
try contained In a booklet "Facts and 
Figures of tho Automobile Industry in 
Canada," recently published by tho 
Automotive Industries of Canada, the 
trade association of manufacturers or 
motor vehicles, tires, parts and acces¬ 
sories In this country. 

Automohllo manufacturing has been 
carried on in Canada continuously for 
Just twenty-one years. Ten years ago 
tho industry assumed large propor¬ 
tions and today it stands In the front 
rank of tho Dominion’s Industrial en¬ 
terprises. 

More than a hundred thousand Can¬ 
adians are now enployed in relation to 
the Industry and Its products, and 
over half a million persons In Canada 
fire dependent on tho manufacture and 
use of motor vehicles. 

There are only two countfles In the 
world th$ United States and Great 
Britain—In which a greater number ot 
motor vehicles are owned than in 
Canada; while in proportion to popula¬ 
tion-one car to every fourteen per¬ 
sons—tho Dominion of Canada ranks 
next to tho United States. 

In valuo of Canadian products of alt 
classes the autoitiobllo industry stands 
seventh. At the top naturally are the 
agricultural products, first being flour 
and grist mill products, then pulp and 
paper; third, meat products and so on. 
It Is Interesting to note, however, that 
while tho Industry stands Seventh In 
total value of production, it stands 
fourth In value of exports, being sur¬ 
passed only by grain ami grain pro¬ 
ducts, pulp and paper products and 
wood and wood products. All of these 
three are specially related to Canada's 
natural resources, and the develop¬ 
ment that has taken placo in export 
business of the motor industry is ro- 
markablo in that Canada has no 
special advantages for manufacture 
due to availability of necessary raw 
materials. It Is also interesting to 
note that while for a number of years 
imports of motor vehicles wore large, 
Canada has now' exported twice as 
many motor cars as have been import¬ 
ed and this tendency should Continue 
more and more marked in the future. 


Every Effort Should Be Put Forth to 
Dispel War Animosities 

Scientific circles In Britain are en¬ 
deavoring to come to a decision on the 
question of admitting German dele¬ 
gates to next year's gathering of the 
British Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science. The question has 
been before the association for five 
years. At recent mootings of this 
body at Sou hampton the committee of 
recommendation decided by a narrow 
maJoiRy In favor of admitting 'Ger¬ 
mans. Tho general committee decid¬ 
ed, also, that invitation next year 
shoul 1 be Issued Irrespective of na¬ 
tionality, and the next move, it Is 
pointed out, rests with the general 
council of the association, which moots 
in November. 

Grounds put forth by opponents of 
the proposal to issue Invitations to 
German delegates to attend the asso- 
elation will be lecognized, and doubt¬ 
less appreciated, yet It would seem 
doubtful if any good purpose would bo 
served by burring men of science from 
Germany from these meetings. It is 
not difficult to understood how hates 
engendered by the war should still 
survive, nor is it forgotten how Ger¬ 
man science W'as brought to bear on 
the side of tho Teutons against the 
British and other allied powers in the 
conflict. Yet should not every pos¬ 
sible effort be put forth to dispel war 
animosities that still may lurk; In¬ 
deed is there not an actual danger to 
world peace by perpetuating these 
feeflngs of hostility. The present is 
u time for m n of science to bo devot¬ 
ing tludr skill to the cause of peace, 
and It would sex in that by internation¬ 
al co-operation along this line, which 
Is born of such contact us is proposed 
by the inviting of German scientists to 
the British convention, great projects 
of sc ience would bo helped aloug rath¬ 
er than hindered. 

Germany in the past has had much 
to offer to the world in matters of 
science. Her explorations in this 
great field havo been important and 
beneficial. A recent tabulation of the 
awards of Nobel prizes in physics, 
chemistry, and medicine for the past 
quarter of a century shows that Ger¬ 
many leads with 24 prlzo winners, 
France coming second with 12 win¬ 
ners, and England third with 11.

Experlmenta In Brssdlng of New Typt 
From Buffalo and ths Yak . 

Will the blriona that once covered 
tho prairies, monarch* that are now ! 
confined In their meagre thousands 
by the fences of national preserves, bo 
perpetuated by their contribution to n i 
new strain of super-cattle—that Is, 1 
super-cattle for Far Northern Canada? 

That Is a question that is ofteii ask¬ 
ed seriously when practical men dis¬ 
cuss tho experiments that havo been 
carried out ut Wainwrlght, where the 
Canadian Government keeps the larg- 1 
est buffalo herd in tho world, now 
numbering more than 8,000 head. 

Briefly, tho intention of the experi¬ 
ments in cross-breeding has been to 
produce a hardy typo of cattle, de¬ 
veloping tome of tho characteristics 
of the buffnlo, and with nbllity to! 
"scratch” for themselves on winter! 
pastures that Ho In tho sub-Arctic. 
The idea was to toughen a breed that 1 
could bo raised successfully and pas¬ 
tured In territory where ordinary cat¬ 
tle cannot stand rigorous conditions. 

The results havo been Interesting; 
but, of cour.te, It may be some years 
before anything conclusive Is worked 
out. Under A. G. Smith, superintend- | 
ent of the park, Jim Wilson, who has 
boon In charge of tho cattlo ranch, Is 
the man who has carried out tho prac¬ 
tical end of tho experiments. 

. The first cross-breeding tried was 
with a buffalo cow and a domestic 
bull. The result was called a cnttalo. 
This animal developed some of the 
characteristics of tho domestic short¬ 
horn. hut the buffalo predominated. 

Then the yak, the buffalo of India, 
which is used there as n domestic 
animal, came on tho scene and was in¬ 
troduced Into this mixture of family 
blood. It was believed that tho yak 
occupied the place of "missing link" 
between the buffalo and .1 he domestic 
beef. 

According to the olficlals In charge, 
the most promising cross-breed yet 
produced 1 h the ruttalo (result of n 
cross between the domestic and the 
bison) when crossed with the yak. 
This cuttnlo-yak gives promise of ap¬ 
proaching what the experimenters 
first hoped for. Then there Is the 
cross-breed between tho yak and the 
domestic animal. The calf of this 
union grew at a tremendous pace, and 
within twelve months was as big as 
Its mother.

V, W. Cowan, of 
the opium and narcotic drugs division 
of the federal department of health, 
says, that although the evil is some¬ 
what abating in Canada, one of tho 
greatest needs is compulsory treat¬ 
ment of drug addicts.

Miss 
Dauphlnee, superintendent of special 
children's classes in Vancouver, re¬ 
ports that there are over sixteen hun¬ 
dred mentally defective children in 
British Columbia, and the number is 
rapidly Increasing. This is a prob¬ 
lem In every province of tho Dominion. 

A mental defective is one whose 
brain development has hulled. Hu 
nas the botf; of an adult tm* u »u inmu 
of a child. Some uro Idiots—mentally 
those are inhibits. Others arc Imbo- 
ciles having n mental capacity of Troin 
three to six years. The highest grade 
of feebleminded are morons. Theso 
can be taught expert manual labor 
under proper direction if it Involve* 
no plannnlg or leasoning. 

All menially defective lack control. 
They naturally drift into immorality 
and crime. Their immoral tendencies 
make birth rate among them very high 
and their defect is terribly transmiss¬ 
ible. 

At least three persons in a thousand 
are feebleminded. The untrained 
feebleminded do not work, and the rest 
of us are supporting them. The prob¬ 
lem of the feebleminded must be grap¬ 
pled with in earnest. By coloniza¬ 
tion where they will not be able to 
propagate, wo must stop breeding 
criminals.

The World’s Largest Cities 


Europe Seems to Take Lead Over 
Other Countries 

In the matter of efficiency In avia¬ 
tion Europe Is far lu advance of any 
attainment on this continent. Thus, 
Captain Arrachart the other day sche¬ 
duled a three-day circuit of Europe 
by acroplaiu*. He went on the jour¬ 
ney touching Belgrade.

The trip had been 
completed without a t ingle mishap or 
miscalculation, tin* men showing not 
even signs of fatigue. The Journey 
was taken iij throe dally flights of 

II hours 15 minutes, 12 hours If#-min¬ 
utes, and 15 hours 30 minutes. 


London Still Maintains Her Place As 

the World’s Greatest Metropolis 

The question whether Loudon or 
New York is the largest centre of pop¬ 
ulation in the world has given rise to 
considerable differences of opinion. 
American authorities claim that the 
metropolis area of New York has a 
population of eight millions, putting it 
several hundred thousands ahead of 
the British metropolis. But the En¬ 
cyclopedia Brittannlca, in its last edi¬ 
tion, says that London in 1921 was still 
the largest city in the world, surpass¬ 
ing greater New York by at least one 
and a half millions. 

It Is clear that New York cannot 
have wiped out such a large margin 
as one and a half millions during the 
last four years. The London metro¬ 
politan district is probably larger than 
the New' York metropolitan district, 
but Americans often refer to a metro¬ 
politan "area" that embraces popula¬ 
tion outside of the organized district. 

Berlin is the third largest city in 
the world. Chicago boosters say that 
the Illinois city, which is growing 
rapidly in spite of its high percentage 
of violent deaths, lias passed into 
fourth place, leaving Parts behind. 

"It is human to boast about size," 
the Toronto Star says, "but big cities 
show civilization at its worst as well 
as at its best. Living conditions de¬ 
cline as cities leave the million mark 
behind. The comfort and happiness 
of the peopl • and not their number are 
what really matters."
